The meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller presiding.

Roll call

Present : Councilmen Bartholomew, Glass, Johnson, Mayor Miller, and
Councilman Thornberry - 5

Present also: Guiton Morgan, City Manager; J. E. Motheral, Director of
Public Works; Trueman E, 0*Quinn, City Attorney; and R. D. Thorp, Chief of
Police.

The reading of the Minutes was dispensed with.

Chas, L, Sandahl presented to the City Council a sample of the waiting
bench for bus stops which he and associates are offering to donate to the
City. The matter was referred to the City Manager and the Director of Public
Works for inspection and approval; the offer of said donors to place one hun-
dred, or more, of such benches to be ratified by the City Council at its next
regular meeting if favorably reported on by the City Manager and Director of
Public Works.

The question of a survey by an engineer to determine the feasibility
of relocating the railroads as called for in the Master Plan for the City
came up for discussion. Mayor Miller gave a review of the matter to date,
pointing out that follot-dng a meeting of the City Council, the City Plan
Commission, and the Railroad officials on April 1, 19̂ , the City Council
authorized the City Manager to employ a railroad engineer to make a survey
of the railroad plan, but that he was unable to find such an engineer; and
that now the Real Estate Board is petitioning the City Council to have such
survey made.

Mayor Miller then moved that the City Manager be empowered to hire a
most competent engineer to make the survey, and to contact the State Highway
Commission, and the County Commissioners with a view to enlisting their sup-
port and efforts in the matter, and that said engineer make known the result
of the survey to the City Council and the City Plan Commission for their ap-
proval.

Councilman Johnson offered as a substitute motion that the City Council
instruct the Mayor and the City Manager to confer with the State Highway
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Commission, the County Commissioners, and the Railroad officials to learn
their views regarding a survey "by a competent engineer to determine the
feasibility of relocating the railroads as called for in the Master Plan;
whether or not they would contribute any part of the cost of hiring such an
engineer; what the cost of the services of such an engineer would "be; and
Taring in their report to the City Council.

The roll was ordered called on the substitute motion "by Councilman
Johnson, which motion carried "by the following vote:

new station "by the Missouri Pacific Railroad.

Councilman Thornberry in casting his vote on the above motion,declared
that although previous recommendations regarding the railroads under the
Master Plan had been made, the City has not determined all of the problems
involved in such a plan and that by employing an engineer to make a survey
the City can determine what the entire program will cost*

thence in a westerly direction and at right angles to the center-
line of Congress Avenue to a point 6 feet east of the east curl)

(3) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any walk-
way, barricades or obstructions, red limits during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials, and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk
barricades, materials, equipment, and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than May 1, 19**8.
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(5) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted, or to require the erection or installation of
additional "barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(6) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
"be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant, re-
serves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(7) That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said "building projects, whether done "by the Con-
tractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall "be replaced or repaired at
the Contractor's expense.

(8) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety "bond
in the sum of 3Tive Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect, indem-
nify, and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims for damages to any
person or property that may accrue to or be "brought "by any person "by reason
of the exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor "by the City
of Austin, and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement, and
all other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
construction work, and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway
and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains in
the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have
been considered by the City Council; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OP THE CITY OF AUSTIKs

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same is hereby permitted to
lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main in HARG-EAVE STREET, from Sol Wilson Street south
385 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7.5 feet
east of and parallel to the west property line of said
Hargrave Street.

Said gas main, described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2|- feet.

(2) A gas main in SAJJ SABA STREET, from a point 132 feet south of
Canterbury Street southerly 100 feet, the centerline of which
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gas main shall "be 18 feet west of and parallel to the east
property line of said San Sa"ba Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2| feet,

(3) A gas main in WALLER STREET, from Olive Street south 180 feet,
the centerline of which gas main shall "be 28 feet west of and
parallel to the east property line of said Waller Street.

Said gas main described a"bove shall have a cover of not less
than 2j feet,

(4) A gas main in PEDERHALES STREET, across East ?th Street Ibcten-
sion intersection, the centerline of which gas main shall "be
7.5 feet west of and parallel to the east property line of
said Pedernales Street.

Said gas main described a"bove shall have a cover of not less
than 2j feet.

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned a"bove is clear
from other underground utilities, "but is "based upon the "best records we have
at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the
fact that greater depths may not "be required at special points. When the Texas
Public Service Company requires definite information upon the ground as to
elevations or working points from which to "base the location of their assign-
ments, they shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three
(3) &ays "before such information is required. The Texas Public Service Company
is further put upon notice that they will "be required to tear the expense of
repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construct-
ion of lines named in this resolution.

And that whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
must "be used at intervals during the course of "backfilling of the ditches.

That the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in
the streets and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said
mains have "been laid, shall "be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain fran-
chise granted to said Company "by the City of Austin.

the work and for the storage of materials therefor; therefore,

BE 10? EESOLVED BY TEE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN?

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated "be granted to said
Brown and Root, the "boundary of which is described as follows*

Street Working Space

Beginning at the northwest corner of the above described property;
thence in a northerly direction and at right angles to the center-
line of East 19th Street to a point 6 feet south of the south curb
line; thence in an easterly direction and parallel to the center-
line of East 19th Street approximately 50 feet to a point; thence
in a southerly direction and at right angles to the centerline of
East 19th Street to the northeast corner of the above described
property; thence in an easterly direction and at right angles to
the centerline of Neches Street to a point 6 feet west of the west
curb line; thence in a southerly direction and parallel to the
centerline of Neches Street approximately 175 fee^ *° a point;
thence in a westerly direction and at right angles to the center-
line of Neches Street to the southeast corner of the above de-
scribed property.

2. That the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said Brown and Root, hereinafter termed fl Contractor fl, upon the following ex-
press terms and conditions:

(l) That the Contractor shall construct a guard rail within the boundary
line along the north, south, east, and west lines of the above described space,
such guard rail to be at least ^ feet high and substantially braced and anthor-
ed.

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or other
public utilities in the construction of such barricades.
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(7) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter, and the Contractor will "be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water*

(8) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any walk-
way, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness and
provide lighting system for all tunnels. ''

(9) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose ma-
.terials, and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence -on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to "be determined by the Gity Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstruction shall be removed not
later than October 1,

(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted, or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant, re-
serves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed or
injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of
the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the Contract
or, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the
Contractor's expense*

(13) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of five Thousand Dollars ($5»000*00), which shall protect, indem-
nify, and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims for damages to
